nearly 30 per cent of the German market supply 
of robed steel came from abroad 
In some products, he said, the foreign *har« 
exceeds 50 per cent. All this despite the Ger­ 
man steel industry’s capability to cover all m ar­ 
kets in the nation 
This causes the German steel m anufacturers 
“ kopfschmerze” (headaches). 
“The problem is to find a remedy that will 
cure us of the pain permanently, hut without 
side effects A medicine labeled “surcharge’ or 
‘quota’ may relieve these headaches, but it af­ 
fects the stom ach,’’ he stated 
“The consequent pain will vary according to 
the degree to which steel processing industries 
are engaged in international trade.’’ But to set 
free trade as a goal “ by no means suggest that 
we should ride the principle to death,’’ Herr 
Sohl said 
There will always be .special situations in par­ 
ticular countries when internal economic diffi­ 
culties conflict with the target of free trade. 
I think it would be unfair and unwuse to leave 
a country in that situation unaided in the search 
for a solution of its problems.” 


Sohl called for equal competitive conditions 
for all steel industries, expaining he means that 
“governmental 
preferences 
and 
restrictions 
should be abolished ” 
Ah, yes. it’s somewhat consoling to learn that 
others have headaches too. that their medicines 
give them side effects, and that their doctors 
tom e up with different diagnoses and prognoses. 
But it still aches, doesn't it?

Hic Unfair Generalization 


Some of us are getting more than a little 
tired of being blamed, unjustly in our minds, 
for many of the ills which beset this nation. 
Take, for example, the Report of The Nation­ 
al Advisory Commission on Civil Disorders. It 
is a very comprehensive work which has put its 
finger accurately on many of the basic causes 
of civil disorders in this nation 
And it has 
made recommendations which obviously are 
sound 


B IT , LIKE SO MANY si uh studies, it is 
guilty, a t times, of overstatement An instance 
in point is found in this statement from the re­ 
port’s sum m ary: 
“ From every' American it will require new 
attitudes, new understanding, and. above all, 
new will.” 
This total generalization is unjust. The com­ 
mission. 
in censunng American society for 
creating the conditions which are blamed for 
causing the riots, has judged us and found us 
all everyone guilty. 


Till* is the standard “ social science" ap­ 
proach in America which finds crim e isn’t the 
fault of criminals but of society in general. Un­ 
der this theory the guilt in lawbreaking and oth­ 
er misbehavior is not attributed to the individu­ 
al but to the failure of the taxpayers to spend 
more money for housing, welfare, education 
and in other areas 
One wonders how this attribution of blame 
will stand up in view of recent medical findings 
w'hich tend to indicate that a certain chemical 
Imbalance and the possession of an additional 


male chromosome causes aggressiveness which 
often results in criminal acts. 


But, aside from that, the federal government 
has created a climate of indulgence, which has 
been supported if not originated by decisions of 
the Supreme Court. This indulgence of law­ 
breakers and other irresponsible citizens has 
resulted in the self reliant being blamed for 
much that goes wrong 
Unbelievably outrageous behavior is excused 
— if the offenders are among those citizens 
termed “disadvantaged.” 


THERE ARE THOSE among us who, con­ 
trary to die report on civil disorders, do not 
need to develop a new attitude, new under­ 
standing or a new will 
hor many of us have 
been in sympathy with. have understood and 
have been working for precisely what the Ker- 
ner report recommends. 
Admittedly there have not been enough of us 
and perhaps we have not worked hard enough, 
but to lump us with those who deserve the criti­ 
cism leveled by the advisory commission’s re­ 
port is unjust. 
What kind of justice Is it to saddle today’* 
Americans with the collective guilt of some of 
our progenitors We cannot be he'd accountable 
or responsible for their conduct unless we. our­ 
selves. condone it and perpetuate i* 
Richard Nixon, for one, has had the courage 
to say that the civil disorders report “blames 
every body for tile riots except the perpetrators 
of the riots ’’ 
His words clearly phrase the feelings of many 
who are tired of being blamed unjustly.

Ohio University has hit the news with its 
recent disturbances. However the underlying 
causes were not made very clear to the public 
On national television it was stated that the 
students of Ohio University rioted “ because 
they wanted out of school two weeks early”. 
While this is true it is hardly the point. I hope 
I can clarify for my home city certain issues 
and secure a little of the lost respect to the 
students of Ohio University. 
Of course I do not condone the violence 
such as occurred Sunday night 
The students 
who particpatcd in that disturbance w e r e 
wrong in their actions. However they express­ 
ed the feelings of practically every member 
of this university 
Pressures on ‘he students 
this quarter have been great; some have been 
unavoidable, others unnecessary. We have been 
under a bureaucracy instead of an adm inistra­ 
tion that follows democratic procedure in solv­ 
ing its problems. However, we must all recog­ 
nize that the administration acts with th? best 
intentions for the students, even though t h i s 
faut is not always visible. 
There are many petty problems here which 
are known only to the students, such as de­ 
leted courses often preventing students from 
being graduated: overcrowding in d o r m s ; 
housing procedure* which force 5'pper class­ 
men out of residence hall in which they have 
lived since freshman, and freshmen into out­ 
side housing before they prepared, and mis- 
alloration of fund*, to name only a few 
When students must live with problems such 
as these, even though seemingly cpiall, educa­ 
tional processes are thwarted Under the threat 
of a strike, these minor situation* gained mo­ 
mentum. When students received word of a 
possible strike on May 20. and the following 
cancellation of classes should a strike occur, 
learning stopped in anticipation of the outcome. 
Students felt that the strike would be an 
answer and an end to their frustrations. The 
publicity given the strike gave it the ring of 
inevitability. When the strike was averted, gas­ 
oline w as added to the fire that has been 
burning under the student body this entire year. 
Not that the students really wanted the non- 
academ ic employees to strike again, it's just 
that the anticipated “escape” suddenly blew 
up in students’ faces Tile unfortunate demon­ 
stration last Sunday was because the student* 
desired a termination of the term 
However 
NOT because we are im m ature children who 
are tired of playing college but rather young 
adults who have had all the frustration and 
pressure they can take in one year. My only 
regret is that a MINORITY of students could 
not find the correct channel through which 


to release their feelings of hostility, and DID 
in fact behave like children. It is unfortunate 
however wtien the irresponsible action of a few 
have to reflect upon all the students here. 
Please understand that I am not making ex­ 
cuses for violence, but rather attempting to 
make you s»*e the underlying causes for the 
disturbance 
I was proud of Ohio IT as a freshman; I am 
proud of it now a* a junior. It is through this 
pride that I am writing this letter to uphold 
the res|HH‘t that this university deserves. I lake 
pride also in the administration that has been 
blaspheme! bv the students. Granted there are 
problems here, and through a lack of commu­ 
nication between students and administrators 
those problems have remained unsolved or have 
grown larger. 
We are trying to prevent the reoccurrance 
of another year like this one We are hoping 
to return in the fall without the ‘hreat of a 
strike hanging over us and the administration, 
and without the possibility of the cancellation 
of the fall quarter. 
I hope I have made it quite clear that the 
majority of us are not a lot of im mature hot­ 
heads. but rather are genuinely concerned with 
the progress of Ohio University — OUR uni­ 
versity.

WASHINGTON — In tottering France they’re 
the “ultras.” In America, the extremists Just 
as, for the moment in France, the black flag 
bas replaced the red, the revolutionary left here 
has been edging the “ new 
left” toward the brink. 
Young as America’s “ new 
left" is. vocal as it is, activist 
a* it is, it’s old in comparison 
with the shadowy, unknown 
world of this country ’s revolu­ 
tionary left — liberation com­ 
missions. freedom c o m m i t ­ 
tees. action movements, off­ 
shoots, splinters, slivers and 
cells, many of them arm ed 
Victor Riesel 
with machine guns, new rifles, cherry bombs, 
guerrilla street war plans and screaming ne ws­ 
papers. 


Each movement is tiny. Each nihilist cell is 
minuscular. Each is scoffed at by the other 
sects, and mention of them brings snickers 
from the university’s intellectual elite. 
But now that a 23-year old French student 
from the Parisian suburbs touched off a move­ 
ment w’hich triggered sitdowns of 5 to 8 million 
workers, the intellectuals’ la u ’hter is not as 
loud or hearty as it was yesterday. 
World comes from J. Edgar Hoover who nev­ 
er wastes his words, sources, informers or 
agents, that the newest revolutionary left is as 
dangerous to the U.S. as the ram pant nihilism 
is in France.

ganizations.” says the FBI director (referring 
to one segment of the ultraleft), “ represents a 
distinct threat to the internal security of the na­ 
tion. This situation has made it necessary’ for 
the FBI to intensify its intelligence operation in 
this field through penetration of these groups 
with informants and sources in order to be kept 
aw are of their plans and objectives 
“This penetration has been made at all lev­ 
els. including the top echelon of these extremist 
groups ” 
The Bureau knows of cases of machine guns 
and rifles cached by extrem ists in ghetto areas. 
There is a newspaper in Detroit’s central city, 
the “ Inner Voice," claiming 10.000 readers, 
which has given detailed instructions on the 
making of antipersonnel explosives and fire­ 
bombs

Certainly it has but 50 members. But that’s

leader called the Soviet Communists “Stalinist 
creeps ” 


Here, the 13.000-member Communist Party, 
led by the aging C.us Hall, is quite agitated. Its 
being pricked into bleeding by the splinters 
which whirled off from the American Commu­ 
nist establishment 
These kids want to play 
rough Their leaders shuttle between the U.S. 
and Cuba. 


TUERK IS. FOR EXAMPLE, the Progressive 
Labor Party with its Black Liberation Commis­ 
sion led bv Bill Epton. who knows much about 
rifles and has been convicted of conspiracy to 
riot for the part he played in the 1964 Harlem 
flare-up. 


These 20- to 25-year-olds are 1917-1919 vintage 
revolutionists. Their grandfathers, apocryphally 
speaking, trained for the revolution in the Mich­ 
igan woods away back then.

have their own private parking lot this cannot 
he protected aeainst picke'ing bv labor-union 
advocates cr by minority-group “demonstra 
tors." 
The case derided this week by the high court 
overruled a Pennsylvania state court which had 
enjoined picketing of tho parcel-pickup area of 
a supermarket and the adjacent parking lot in 
a suburban shopping center 


JUSTICE Thurgond Marshall, however, In 
writing the majority opinion, dealt not merely 
with the activities of labor-union pickets who 
were trying to keep business away from store* 
whose employes were non union, but also broad 
ened picketing rights .so as to include “consum­ 
ers protesting shoddy or overpriced merchan­ 
dise. and minority groups seeking nondiscrimi 
nafory hiring policies that a contrary decision 
here would have " 
The net effect of the Supreme Court opinion 
fs that a parking lot owned and operated bv pri 
vate businesses are nevertheless subject to 
picketing and “demonstrations ’’ No account is 
taken of the possible losses or damage the re­ 
tail stores might suffer because of the “demon 
statio n s.” 
Justice Biron White, who was deputy attor­ 
ney genera! during the administration of Presi 
dent Kennedy, wrote in a dissenting opinion 
“ In no sense are any parts of the shopping 
center dedicated to the public for general pur­ 
poses or the occupants of the plaza exercising 
official powers The public is invited to the 
premises but only in order to do business with 
(hose who maintain establishments there. 
The invitation Is to shop (hr the products 
which are sold There is no general invitation to 
use the parking lot. the pick-up zone. or the 
sidewalk except as an adjunct to shopping. 
“No one is invited to use the parking lot as a 
place to park his car while he goes elsewhere 
to work. The driveways and lanes for auto traf­ 
fic are not offered for use as general thorough­ 
fares leading from one public street to another 
Those driveways and parking spaeps arn not 
public streets and thus availnb'e for parades 
public meetings, or other activities for which 
public streets are used ” 
Justice Hugo Black, 
in another dissenting 
opinion, heid that the stat? court’s injunction 
was valid. He said 
"I believe that whether ’bis court likes it or 
not the ( onstitiition recognizes and support' the 
concept of private ownership of property The 
Fifth Amendment provides that “ no person 
shall . . . he deprived of fife libertv. or proper­ 
ty, without due process of law; nor shall pri 
vate property he taken for public use without 
just compensation ’ 
"This means to me that there is not right to 
picket on the private premises of another to try 
to convert the owner or others to the views of 
the pickets. 


It also means. T think 
that if this court I* 
Coing to arrogate to itself fibe power to act as 
the government’s agent to take a part of Weis’ 
property to give to the pickets for their use, the 
court should also award Weis jus’ compensation 
for the property taken ’’

Also surprising was the size of birds taken — m any 
exceeded 20 pounds 
G am e Commission officials were pleased that a rather 
high percentage of old gobblers was taken These birds are 
extrem ely wary, relatively unresponsive to calling and in 
frequently harvested in the fall. After the m ating season 
they are more-or-less "excess baggage” in the total turkey 
population. 
A num ber of hunters had scheduled vacations to co­

Rainy weather on the second and last day of the season 
hindered hunting success for Ohio's third modem day turkey 
season Nevertheless. 20 hunters were successful in gabbing 
the w ary turkey gobbler.

Hocking County (9»; Ross County (7); and Scioto County »3>.

MORE PHEASANTS. R esearch Biologists for the Ohio 
D epartm ent of N atural Resources. Division of Wildlife, have 
estim ated the passible outcom e of a cam paign to delay road­ 
side mowing in pheasant country this spring. The wildlife 
m anagers believe 35,000 ex tra pheasant cocks could poten­ 
tially wind up in the hunters gam e bag this fall if their ad­ 
vice on delayed mowing practices is followed now 
These pheasants, which would no! cost the sportsm en 
anything and save the taxpayer money, would be the product 
of nests along roadsides and hay fields this spring. Research 
studies have shown that the m ajority of pheasants begin 
nesting by mid-May and m ost nests hatch by June 25. This 
yearly crop of young pheasants is all important to the fall 
harvest, biologists say. Since the fall population of pheasants 


norm ally contains RO percent juveniles 
the spring repro 
duction can make or break the fall hunting success 
G am e men are urging all person? who mow hay fie.ds, 
roadsides or other grassy areas in pheasant country to de 
lay until after June 25. “ Sportsmen can help the division 
help themselvse if they would assist in prom oting this pro 
g ra m ” adds the wildlife experts.

Davies said the attitude was 
expressed in "racial segrcga 
tion and discrimination and the 
hiring of Negroes on a token ba­ 
sis only.”

chants' cash register bells came 
after the St. Petersburg Cham­ 
ber of Commerce announced 
.support of the city administra­ 
tion's dismissal of the workers.
